The number of these 
battalions has not been made public. 
Details of regimental organization are 
also withheld for military reasons. 

The new order provides for army corps 
and armies, units which have practical- 
ly existed only on paper since the civil 
war. Corps were organized during the 
Spanish war, but were not actually oper- 
ated as such to any great extent. 

Each army corps will consist of three 
infantry divisions, corps headquarters, 
and certain army corps troops not speci- 
fied.

725,000 Men Under Arms. 

These figures mean that approximate- 
ly 725,000 men are now under arms, ex- 
clusive of the navy and marine corps,, 
to be supplemented within the next few 
weeks by 687,000 raised under the selec- 
tive draft bill. 

Of the latter number about 600,000 
will compose the third great element of 
the war army, the national army, and 
the remainder will go to fill up the regu- 
lars and the guard and their reservea 

Twenty-one of the forty-eight states 
have filled their regular army quotas. 
Sixteen of them are in the west. New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, Dela- 
ware and Massachusetts are the only 
eastern states with full quotas. Not a 
single southern state supplied {ts pro- 
portionate share of the ‘Tegular army 
increase. 

Four of the central states, Ilinois, In- 
diana, Iowa, and Michigan, with a com- 
bined quota of 26,744, have supplied 87,- 
939 for the regulars, or an excess ot

Court Hears Appeals 
from Funkhouser’s 


Rulings. 


The Judges of the Appellate court 
found no “ legal’’ reason yesterday for 


deciding. that Maj. Funkhouser had Rich. M. Stein | 


abused his privileges in refusing a per- | 
mit to the Margaret Sanger birth con- 
trol film and ‘* The Sins of the Sons,” a 
drama based on the vice exposés of 
Clifford Roe, assistant state’s attorney 
of Chicago. Neither, however, did they |. 
find that the films were ‘immoral, ob- 
scene, disarderly, riotous, and not con- 
ducive to public peace,’’ which were the 
grounds on which the major woofed 
them to the cannery last February. The 
film companies appealed from his deci- 
sion. 
“Highly Moral Lesson.” 

“As a matter of fact,’” said Judge 
David Matchett last night, ‘‘the thing 
stands about fifty-fifty so far. Person- 
ally I can’t see anything wrong in ‘ The 
Sins of the Sons.’ It really teaches a 
highly moral lesson, and I consider that 
it would be of value to have it shown 
in Chicago. But we were not judging 
the film when we saw it Monday. We 
were passing on whether the censor had 
abused his privileges. ‘ 

“We can’t say yet that we have any 
legal proof that he has done so. Neither 
have we any proof that he has not. We 
have asked both sides to present briefs 
before Oct. 1, when ‘we shall render a 
decision.” 

Judge Albert Barnes, who also viewed 
the films on Monday, was of the same 
opinion as Judge Matchett as to the 
merit of “‘ The Sins of the Sons"’ as an 
instructive drama. 


Not an Issue. :

Tomato Leaf-Spol. 


Several inquiries have been received 
about the cause of the lower leaves of 
‘tomato plants shriveling and dropping 
off. If it*is “ leaf-spot,” it will result 
in reduced yield and inferior fruit un- 
less the plants are immediately sprayed 
(not sprinkled) with Bordeaux mixture, 
repeated every seven to ten ays 

throughout August. 

The first indication of the Meese is 

the appearance of tiny dots on the 
leaves and perhaps on the stems. These 
enlarge to smal] circular brown spots, as 
if scalded with water, growing larger 
till entire leaves are consumed, begin- 
ning at the bottom. Eiven the srule may 
be attacked. 
The same mixture prepared tor potato 
spraying may be used also on tomatoes; 
though, if it must be specially mixed it 
would be better in the proportion of 
4-4-50, with a half pound of laundry 
boap added, dissolved in hot water. 
These numerals are fully explained on 
the small cans of stock solution which 
may be obtained at any of the better 
geed stores. The formula for mixing 
Bordeaux on a larger scale for field use 
was published March 20, No. 17.

. Tomatoes may also be attacked by 
“downy mildew,” the same as “ late 
blight” on potatoes. The same spray 
will serve to repel it. 

What is known as “end rot” fs merely 
a drying of the leaf ends for lack of 
sufficient moisture. During protracted, 
hot, dry spells, such as we have just 
gone through, tomatoes and other vege- 
tables should be thoroughly watered— 
not by sprinkling but by flushing gutters 
between rows, as described in No. 1465, 
July 30, or the ground must be kept 
cultivated to conserve the moisture of 
rainfallie.
